A  league  championship,  the  first  in  twelve  years, 
was  credited  to  Elmira  through  unusual 
circumstances.  After  finishing  third  in  league 
standings,  the  Falcons  were  given  a  co¬ 
championship  with  Newport  when  Junction  City 
was  forced  to  forfeit  all  but  one  of  its  league  wins 
because  of  the  use  of  an  ineligible  player. 

The  varsity  averaged  27  points  a  game  and. 
compiled  nearly  3000  yards  of  total  offence.  The 
offensive  attack  was  led  by  quarterback  and  most 
valuable  player,  Mark  Snyder,  and  all-state  center, 
Bob  Kornmann,  who  was  also  chosen  to  play  in  the 
Shriner's  All-Star  game.
